Sociology wa.s defined 
as the study of contact.- as .such. In 
soc'al service, relief is given to the 
needy, and treatment of any other 
pro'olem.s is affected. Tlic social case 
worker is more concerned with thr in- 
div.dual aspect in cases.

•vork is merely applied .sociolo-. . oui 
this is not so. Soctolcsy i\as lia-J .in 
academic development; soc'al warit 
owes its origin and development to 
the church mainly. Increasing- Impor- 
tance and significance 'nave developed' 
the worii's own charact;rs;.-.cs and 
qualities, and therefore social work- 
can contribute much to sociolosy.

Aldus al.'to orlglimled llir ii.scful Italic 
letter, for the very .simple reason that 
he could get more words on the page 
with It than with the Oolhir, which 
was loo square and corpulent for his 
puriKMcK. llta Italic Ictlor, no the story 
goes, WAR modelled on the handwriting 
of Petrarch; .lust as his cursive, or 
runniiiK, Greek loiter was modelled on 
the liandwrlUnit of one of his arllsUv 
Crcliin workmen. The praollcablllly of 
his Innovations Is well attested lo by 
the fact lhat his contemimrary print- 
ers, such as 11)0 Qlunlas, Ihc da Splra, 
brolhers, and others, pirnlcd his type. 
Even his famous printer's device of the 
dolphin curled round an anchor (Dou- 
bleday used lo use thetsamc device) 
with the choice motto "Festlna Lenlc" 
(which Sir Thomas .Browne, with apt 
alliteration tran.ilaled as "Celerity 
conlcmpeml with conctatlon") was 
phated by printers who envied his 
great successes and tried to emulate 
them. 

The IrlbUt^çtv^n to Aldus in 
"Utopia" U'buf^nirVmonB many. The 
great Erasmus also held him In high 
esteem, and in^one.pf.h is letters which 
have come d^^^pi wo get further 
indications of his srcatncss to his con- 
temporaries. Eraamus, in 1507, was 
looking for a printer to undertake one 
of his translations, and so he wrote lo 
"the printer whose fame eclipsed, all 
others, Aldus Manutius." He proposed 
to Aldus a new translation of his 
Euripcdes, and said ". . . If j-ou would 
lake the work as a matter of business, 
: should feel secure of immortality. In 
your fine smali type (the Italic) U 
will make only a tiny book and cost 
very little." Erasmus, in other words, 
was hitching his wagon to a star.

Il \n the pacifist who t<i always 
rightine, always agitating, always 
thinking war. dreaming war. talking 
war and turning the dB.y,s of lyncc Into 
a verllablc hell for anyone v;ho will 
take any notice of him. 'fhc European 
leaders can hardly walk out of their 
front, doors without a pacifist deeming 
It a sign of war. May I recall an In- 
cident in Charles Ilca/lc'.s "The Clois- 
ter and the Hearth," where Dcnys and 
Gerard are dining at the monastary, and 
Dcnys in his Jovial manner keeps sing- 
ing oui "Courage; Ic diable est mort,'" 
but the abbot, on hearing him, says, 
It is not good to mention him .so often, 
foi" if he heard his name .so often 
spoken he will surely come. So il is 
with war. 

The militarUt you will find is a quiet, 
peaceful man, conspicuous only by his 
lack of soap-box" tendencies. All he 
asks or expects is to be left in peace 
while we have peace in the country, 
and not to be hounded day and night 
by these pacifist dogs, who even have 
the nerve to try to interfere with his 
recreation (I refer to the C.O.T.C.) 

The militarist drops the thought of 
war from his mind and feels a real love 
for other nations, instead of looking 
for signs of war In every movement, 
as the pacifist does. Yet the fact that 
he is a militarist, and has probably had 
some military education, shows he is 
not living in a fool's paradise. "Gather 
ye roùc-buds while ye may" is his mot- 
to. What greater evidence of interna- 
tional fellowship has been shown than 
the exchange visits of English and 
German veterans within iliis last year. 
This is a proof of International fellow- 
ship which took place AMONG THE 
MILITARISTS, while the pacifists were 
parleying, and distrusting each other. 

On one day only does the militarist 
remember the war. (1 understand the 
pacifists arc against this practice.) On 
lhat day he remembers the horrors of 
the Great War, the millions killed and 
wounded, and imirmurs a prayer that 
we may have peace. 

"We don't want to tighi to show our 
might, but 11 we must we'll fight. ' 

Not only Is the pacifist Ihe cause ol 
friction and strife and worry at home; 
but he also ciieounigcs and points tho 
way for foreign powers to make \vw. 
Here we have lliUs country rich in 
natural resources and highly desirable, 
and some of our fighting men are cry- 
ing from the hoiuse tops that they will 
not fight under any circumstances. 
Pray why not semi the Ualians. or 
Rasslans, or any other luiiion of your 
choice, an invitation lo come over wuh 
their armies, lake |X)sse.ssion. and be 
done with It".' Just ihlnk what money 
,vou would .save yourselves; you would 
have no further nee<l of throat loz- 
enges lo .such after your long .siKwlies.
